A request for $2400 of Re-
construction Finance Corpor-
ation funds for the relief of
unemployed in Torrance was
made in a resolution adopted
at a special meeting of the Tor-
rance city council Tuesday after-
noon this week. The meeting was
colled by' Mayor Klusman in an
effort to obtain a share of the
$998,000 fund recently allotted the
state by R. F, C.

Mayor Klusman .explained that
the million dollar federal appro-
priation for unemployed relief in
the state would be spent by five
counties, of which Los Angeles is
one; and that the resolution adopt-
ed by the city council was required
in order that Torrance may get a
share of the federal money. If
the funds are provided, they will
provide 750 man days labor at
$3.50 per day, City Engineer Leon-
ard stated. Leonard recommended
that the appropriation be used for
grading Eldorado and Fern avenue
leading to the Fern street school,
and Lincoln, Santa Fe and Cabrillo
avenues hopdering on the new
municipal park.

Mayor Klusman explained that
if the $2400 appropriation is re-
ceived, that according to federal
#totutes, it cannot be repaid by
Cirget taxes, but must be refunded
Ly sales taxes, tolls, or other forms
‘of  Indirect taxes as provided in
ﬂm Swlng bill,

into. the property of the Domin-
guez Estates and the General
Petroleum).

The line then goes north on Re-
dondo to Dominguez street from
which point it follows the boun-
dary of the city of Torrance west
and south to Sepulveda boulevard,

and east along ‘that street to

All puplls of kindergarten or
